mittee, for  three  years  ; 

Also  your  "  Yes  "  or  No  "  to  the  following  question  :  Shall 
License  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
Town  for  the  ensuing  year  ? 

Also  your  "  Yes  "  or  "  No  "  to  the  following  question  :  Shall 
an  act  passed  by  the  general  court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  eight,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  authorize  cities  and  towns  to 
establish  pension  funds  for  teachers  in  the  public  schools  "  be 
accepted  ? 

Also  to  appear  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Monday  evening,  March 
eleventh  A.  D.,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  at  eight  o'clock, 
to  hear  and  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz.  :

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$75  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  bulletin  boards  at  the  following 
places :  Oaklandvale  and  North  Saugus  Schoolhouses,  Lynn- 
hurst,  East  Saugus  Hose  House,  Cliftondale  Square,  Saugus 
Center  near  Railroad  Station  ;   such  bulletin  boards  to  be  for  the 
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use  of  all  Religious,  Political  and  Social  Organizations,  as  well 
as  for  Town  notices,  or  to  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
the  matter,  agreeable  to  the  petition  of  Robert  F.  Colson  and 
others.

Report  of  the  .Finance  Committee 


To  the  citizens  of  the   Town  of  Saugus : 

The  Finance  Committee  hereby  submit  to  you  their  report  of 
its  recommendations  on  the  Articles  calling  for  an  appropriation 
in  the  year  191 2,  also  our  estimates  for  the  Department  appro- 
priations for  the  year  1913. 

We  fully  believe  that  high  taxes  are  the  greatest  detriment  that 
there  is  to  the  growth  of  a  City  or  Town,  that  is  if  the  adjacent 
Cities  and  Towns  are  lower.  Even  with  the  great  reduction  of 
last  year  of  nearly  $5  a  thousand,  we  still  find  that  our  Town 
has  a  larger  Tax  Rate  than  any  of  our  neighbors,  with  one 
exception. 

The  object  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  to  establish  a  uniform 
tax  rate,  hence  it  is  easily  to  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of  the 
Department  appropriations  should  not  increase  faster  than  the 
percentage  of  the  increase  of  our  valuation.  We  believe  that  it 
is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  that  our  Tax  Rate  for  19 13 
should  not  be  over  $21.  This  under  the  increased  valuation 
would  give  us  about  $155,000  to  expend.  Against  this 
$155,000  there  are  certain  fixed  charges  of  State,  County  Bonds 
and  interest  which  we  are  first  obliged  to  account  for.  This 
leaves  us  a  certain  amount  for  the  expenditure  on  our  various 
departments.  That  each  department  would  possibly  think  that 
it  should  have  a  little  more  and  some  other  department  less,  is 
human  nature.  To  investigate  these  matters  by  the  citizens  at 
large,  would  be  a  hard  task,  hence  you  have,  by  your  By-Laws, 
elected  a  Finance  Committee  whose  duty  is  to  act  for  you, 
investigate  and  examine  into  the  needs  of  the  different  depart- 
ments   and    recommend    to  you   what  is,    in  their  opinion,   the 
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amount  that  should  be  allotted  to  each  department.  It  is  then 
for  you  to  say  at  the  Town  Meeting  whether  you  consider  this 
allotment  just  and  proper.  We  are  pleased  to  say  that  in  most 
cases  we  are  able  to  agree  with  the  different  departments  as  to 
the  amount  of  their  needs  and  where  we  do  not  agree  we 
endeavor  to  bring  the  matter  before  you  in  an  impartial  manner 
for  your  consideration. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Finance  Committee  the  Select- 
men's room  has  been  their  designated  office.  This  room  is 
preferable  to  any  other  for  the  meetings  of  this  Committee,  which 
consist  of  nine  members  of  its  own  and  has  from  one  to  five  per- 
sons extra  before  them  at  a  time.  It  is  necessary  for  us  to  hold 
fully  twenty  meetings  a  year  and  as  we  serve  without  pay  we 
believe  that  the  Town  should  furnish  us  with  the  best  facilities 
possible  for  us  to  transact  our  business.  The  Selectmen  in  the 
year  191  2  have  seen  fit  to  discontinue  the  use  of  their  room  by 
the  Finance  Committee,  hence  we  have  placed  an  article  in  the 
warrant  for  the  people  to  vote  and  designate  the  Selectmen's 
room  as  the  office  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Last  year  we  divided  up  some  of  the  appropriation  especial Iv 
that  of  Selectmen's  Incidentals  and  find  that  it  has  been  to  a 
good  purpose.  The  Town  Meeting  in  March,  191 2,  saw  fit  not 
to  make  a  separate  item  of  removal  of  snow  from  that  of  High- 
ways and  Bridges.  We  again  favor  this  separation,  and  as  this 
separation  is  included  in  the  system  which  you  have  voted  to  be 
introduced  by  the  state,  w7e  feel  that  it  should  be  so  ordered  by 
you. 

We  have  separated  the  Board  of  Health  into  the  items  of 
Board  of  Health  and  Collection  of  Ashes  and  Garbage,  which  is 
a  fixed  charge. 

The  itemized  list  a  few  pages  in  advance  shows  the  estimation 
of  the  individual  appropriations  and  we  shall  only  call  your 
attention  to  such  ones  as  are  much  changed  from  the  year  of 
191 2,  or  where  we  possibly  may  differ  from  the  amount  desired 
by  the  department  and  also  where  new  separations  occur. 
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Board  of   Health. 

Last  year  we  appropriated  $2,300.00  as  a  total  on  this  account. 
The  expenses  of  the  department  overrun  over  $500.00.  This 
is  not  a  direct  loss  to  the  Town  as  some  of  the  overrun  is  return- 
able from  the  state.  This  year  we  estimate  $1,380.00  for  the 
collection  of  garbage  and  ashes  and  $1,120.00  for  the  other 
expenses  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Highways  and    Bridges. 

We  estimate  $3,000.00,  which  with  the  street  Railroad  and 
Excise  Tax  will  make  nearly  $10,000.00  for  the  use  of  this 
department  on  the  repairs  of  the  highways  and  bridges  and  side- 
walks.     We  further  estimate  $1,200.00  for  the  removal  of  snow. 

Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

This  account  we  feel  obliged  to  estimate  this  year  $4,200.00 
which  is  $700.00  more  than  last  year,  but  again  this  extra  ex- 
pense is  incurred  largely  from  the  state  and  other  cities  and 
towns,  which  is  paid  back  to   us. 

floth   Department. 

We  are  obliged  to  estimate  this  department,  which  is  ordered 
by  the  state,  at  $2,537.20  against  $2,360.00  for  1912.  We  are 
also  obliged  to  estimate  an  amount  of  $600.00  which  is  caused 
by  the  Town  having  more  than  $6,000,000  valuation.  Twenty 
per  cent  of  the  amount  expended  by  the  state  must  be  borne  by 
the  Town. 

Schools. 

From  the  information  we  have  so  far  received,  we  estimate 
for  Schools,  $43,800,  which  is  $1,000  more  than  we  estimated 
in  191 2.  The  School  Committee  has  placed  before  us  additional 
expenses  not  involved  in  the  year  1912  upon  which  we  will  have 
to  give   further  consideration,  which  will   probably  advance  this 
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amount  as  a  recommendation  at  the  Town  Meeting.  Your 
Committee  is  in  favor  of  paying  our  Elementary  teachers  a 
higher  salary,  but  we  are  opposed  to  certain  extra  expenses  for 
new  ideas  which  are  proposed  to  be  added  to  our  School  system. 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

While  the  School  Committee  have  recommended  to  us,  $2,000 
as  a  salary  for  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  beginning  Septem- 
ber 1,  1913,  which  is  a  raise  of  $200,  until  we  have  a  further 
conference  and  information  in  regard  to  this  matter  we  feel 
obliged  to  estimate  the  previous  salary  of  $1,800. 

Police. 

While  the  Chief  of  Police,  in  appearing  before  us  recom- 
mended the  addition  of  one  more  regular  officer  at  an  expense  of 
$900,  to  the  Town,  your  Committee  felt  that  in  consideration  of 
the  efficiency  of  the  work  of  the  Police  Department  during  the 
year  191 2,  that  it  was  not  necessary,  hence  we  estimate  the  same 
amount  as  last  year  of  $6,^00.

Selectmen's  Report, 


According  to  promise,  the  Selectmen  have  devoted  every  effort 
the  past  year  to  the  reduction  of  the  Tax  Rate,  and  have  so  far 
succeeded  that  the  rate  is  now  $20.70  against  $25.60  on  a  thou- 
sand the  previous  year.  In  our  effort  to  keep  the  expenditures 
within  this  limit,  we  have  received  cordial  support  of  nearly  all 
departments  without  any  diminution  of  effectiveness.  The 
Town  is  somewhat  troubled,  however,  by  its  $130,000  of  tem- 
porary loans,  and  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  about  $60,000 
of  these  should  be  funded  in  twenty-year  serial  bonds,  under 
which  arrangement  the  debt  would  be  reduced  at  the  rate  of 
$3,000  per  annum,  without  any  material  increase  of  the  Tax 
Rate.  The  only  alternative  will  be  to  carry  a  considerable  sum 
into  the  Tax  Rate  each  year  for  the  extinction  of  this  floating 
debt.  All  departments  of  the  Town  are  being  managed  with 
economy.  The  Schools  are  creditable  ;  the  Police  force  is  par- 
ticularly efficient ;  water,  lights,  and  fire  protection  are  as  good 
as  the  Town  can  afford  ;  and  our  highways  have  been  in  better 
condition  the  past  year  than  those  of  Lynn,  Everett,  Revere  and 
most  other  surrounding  towns  and  cities.  Of  course  the  alter- 
nate thaws  and  freezing  of  the  past  month*br  two  have  been  par- 
ticularly severe  on  the  roads. 

On  June  15,  the  Town  Auditor  reported  to  us  a  deficiency  in 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Meacom  was  put  under 
bonds  for  prosecution  and  sent  his  resignation  to  the  Board.  It 
appeared  that  the  shortage  had  been  growing  for  some  time,  and 
the  Auditor,  with  characteristic  kindness  of  heart,  had  been 
giving  him  every  opportunity  to  make  it  up.  When  this  was 
found  impossible,  he  reported  the  facts  to  the  Board.  The 
accounts  were  put  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Statistic-.

and  their  expert  accountant  reports  the  deficiency  elsewhere  as 
$7,910,  which  should  be  amply  covered  by  Mr.  Meacom's  bond, 
though  the  Bonding  Company  has  been  induced  to  avoid  pay- 
ment, and  we  have  now  brought  suit  against  them.  The 
decease  of  Auditor  George  Parsons,  universally  loved  and 
honored,  who  had  been  the  industrious  and  faithful  Auditor  of 
our  Town  for  twenty  years,  subsequently  caused  a  vacancy  in 
that  office,  and  we  appointed  to  the  position  Mr.  Granville  A. 
Clark,  whose  competency  is  demonstrated  by  the  Town  report 
which  he  has  prepared.  Upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Meacom, 
Mr.  Thomas  P.  Parsons  filled  the  office  of  Treasurer  for  a  short 
time,  and,  upon  his  unwillingness  to  continue,  was  succeeded  by 
Mr.  James  M.  Maxwell.  The  financial  requirements  of  the 
Town  for  the  ensuing  year  will  be  found  under  the  proper 
headings  elsewhere.

Report  of  Chief  Engineer, 


Saugus,  Mass.,  January  i,  1913. 
To  the  Honoi'able  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  the  annual  custom  I  re- 
spectfully submit  the  report  of  the  Fire  Department,  which  con- 
sists of  four  engineers,  twenty  call  men,  two  permanent  men, 
which  includes  the  Chief,  who  is  also  Superintendent  of  the  fire 
alarm  system. 

Buildings. 

The  buildings  are  in  fair  condition.  Some  local  alterations 
have  been  made  at  the  central  engine  house,  and  a  steam  heating 
plant  installed,  new  cellar  steps  and  a  new  bulkhead  built.  The 
roof  is  now  being  reshingled  ;  the  chimney  top  is  not  in  good 
condition  and  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  this  summer. 

East  Saugus  House  is  in  fair  shape  excepting  a  few  petty 
repairs. 

A  few  alterations  have  been  made  to  accommodate  the  hook 
and  ladder  which  is  stationed  there. 

Apparatus. 
The  apparatus  which  consists  of  3  hose  wagons,  1  hook  and 
ladder  truck  and  1  auto  combination,  is  in  good  condition  with 
the  exception  of  the  hook  and  ladder  which  should  have  some 
new  ladders  as  stated  in  my  report  of  last  year.  However,  the 
truck  has  been  repainted  two  coats  of  red  and  placed  at  East 
Saugus  Engine  House.  The  hose  wagons  are  in  good  condition. 
The  auto  combination  has  had  some  alterations  made  on  it  to 
conform  better  to  its  requirements. 

13 
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Hose. 

We  have  about  4,500  feet  of  two  and  one-half  inch  hose  which 
is  in  medium  condition  and  is  300  feet  less  than  the  department 
had  in  1905,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  one  more 
piece  of  apparatus  to  load.  Yet  we  did  not  use  as  much  hose 
last  year  as  previously,  owing  to  the  chemical  apparatus.  Yet 
we  should  have  another  thousand  feet  to  reload  with. 

Hydrants. 

The  hydrants  are  in  pretty  good  condition,  generally  speaking, 
yet  quite  a  number  should  be  raised  up  as  they  set  too  close  to 
the  ground  to  make  the  steamer  connections  accessible. 

Fire   Alarm. 

The  fire  alarm  is  in  part,  viz.  :  the  East  Saugus  loop,  in  good 
condition  ;  the  rest  is  in  as  good  conditions  as  circumstances 
will  permit  and  regarding  the  old  wire,  the  annual  fire  depart- 
ment appropriation  should  be  sufficiently  large  enough  to  take 
care  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  fire  alarm  system  from  year  to 
year  without  special  appropriations  for  this,  as  a  great  many 
times  it  is  necessary  to  change  the  wires  to  new  poles. 

It  is  very  poor  policy  to  move  old  wires  and  cross  arms  as  a 
rule,  as  the  time  and  labor  is  the  largest  factor  of  expense.  Thus 
the  Town  would  continually  be  protected  by  a  reliable  fire  alarm 
system. 

The  fire  alarm  signals  have  fallen  off  about  50  per  cent  since 
the  public  telephone  has  been  installed. 

There  has  been  during  the  year  191 2  sixty  alarms  all  told: 
Thirty  'phone  alarms,  twenty-three  bell  alarms,  seven  still 
alarms,  two  second  alarms,  one  false  alarm  ;  one  fire  attended 
by  Wakefield  department  on  January  6,  191 2,  Saugus  being 
notified  later. 

There  were  five  hundred  and  forty-six  gallons  of  chemical 
used  last  year,  191  2. 

Eighty-three  hours  of  service  at  fires. 
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Distance  traveled  by  all  apparatus  attending  fires  one  hundred 
and  forty-seven  miles. 

Five  hundred  and  ninety  feet  of  ladder  used. 

Six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  2%  inch  hose  used. 

One  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  of  chemical 
hose  used.

Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  191 2. 

The  Board  organized  as  follows  : 

Dr.  George  W.  Gale,  Chairman  and  Medical  Examiner  ;  Tom 
D.  Emmett,  Secretary:  Charles  E.  Light,  Health  Officer  and 
Inspector.  Appointed,  Thomas  C.  Sutherst,  Plumbing  Inspec- 
tor ;  A.  W.  Sawyer,  Milk  Inspector :  Charles  L.  Davis,  Burial 
Agent. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  are  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
the  last  Thursday  of  each  month  at  8  o'clock  P.  M. 

Complaints  of  various  kinds  were  made  to  the  Board,  and  all 
investigated  without  delay,  and  where  any  nuisance  was  found 
to  exist  it  was  promptly  ordered  abated,  and  the  order  was 
complied  with  in  every  case. 

Complaints  made  to  this  Board  must  be  made  in  writing,  and 
signed  by  the  person  or  persons  making  it.  No  annonymous 
complaints  will  be  noticed. 

We  would  still  call  the  attention  of  all  owners  of  real  estate  to 
the  necessity  of  having  their  vaults  and  cesspools  kept  in  a 
sanitary  condition  and  cleaned  out  once  a  year  at  least  as  required 
by  law.  Many  vaults  and  cesspools  are  used  until  they  run  out 
upon  the  ground,  thereby  creating  a  nuisance  for  themselves  and 
their  neighbors.  We  would  also  urge  the  necessity  of  using  an 
iron  cover  to  all  cesspools,  the  same  being  once  done  is  done 
forever,  while  a  wooden  top  has  to  be  renewed  every  six  or 
seven  years,  besides  the  liabilitv  of  a  horse  or  wagon  breaking 
through  it.  We  would  also  urge  upon  the  citizens  a  more 
thorough  collection  of  ashes  and  swill,  it  being  no  more  work  to 
them  to  put  it  in  a  proper  receptacle  and  have  it  taken  away 
than  to  throw  it  out  in  the  yard  to  rot  and  breed  mosquitoes  and 
flies,   and   to    say  nothing    of  the    improved    condition  of  their 
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premises.  We  find  that  once  a  household  has  the  same  removed 
they  do  not  wish  to  go  back  to  the  old  way. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to  the  fact  that  every 
year  the  Town  grows  larger,  the  duties  of  the  Board  of  Health 
increases,  also  the  expenses.  This  year  a  state  law  was  passed 
obliging  every  department  in  Town  to  provide  a  safe  for  the 
preservation  of  all  records  and  papers  of  value.  We  purchased 
a  safe  at  the  expense  of  $51.00.  As  a  new  office  was  built  for 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  the  Board  of  Health  it  was  neces- 
sary to  procure  new  furniture  which  was  done  at  an  expense  of 
$35*55'  This  will  last  for  a  great  many  years.  As  it  was 
necessary  to  make  new  laws  and  regulations  we  revised  the  old 
ones,  had  a  thousand  copies  printed  and  advertised  at  an  expense 
of  $108.00.      These  will  last  for  a  long  time. 

We  have  gone  into  the  conditions  of  the  dairies  and  milk 
houses  throughout  the  Town  further  than  ever  before.  Yet 
there  is  room  for  a  great  many  improvements.  Several  minor 
complaints  have  been  made  to  the  Board  and  promptly  adjusted. 

One  complaint  in  particular  was  made  in  regard  to  the  condi- 
tions of  Crystal  Brook.  The  matter  was  at  once  taken  up  and 
the  abutters  notified  and  requested  to  cooperate  with  the  Board, 
which  was  cheerfully  complied  with  and  the  result  is  a  good, 
clean  stream  of  water  from  Pleasant  Hills  to  the  river. 

One  other  matter  of  importance  was  the  reducing  of  the  cost 
of  dead  animals  to  the  Town  of  more  than  $100.00,  and  we  hope 
during  next  year  to  be  able  to  still  reduce  this  almost  needless 
expense. 

In  regard  to  contagious  diseases  while  less  in  number  the 
expense  has  been  a  great  deal  more. 

One  case  of  small-pox  appearing  which  was  promptly  taken 
care  of  at  an  expense  of  $316.00  and  for  which  the  State  has 
reimbursed  the  Town  to  the  amount  of  $180.00. 

Quite  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  appeared  and  in  some  cases 
affecting  every  member  of  the  family.  Several  severe  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  appeared,  yet  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  none 
were  fatal. 

Every  year  we  are  obliged  to  send  patients  to  the  Lynn  Con- 
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tagious  Hospital  for  medical  treatment  for  the  State  and  for  the 
Town.  All  of  these  cases  are  charged  to  the  Board  of  Health 
of  Saugus.  If  it  is  a  State  case  we  are  reimbursed  for  two- 
thirds  of  the  amount.  The  charge  for  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
scarlet  fever  is  $15.00  a  week  ;  it  generally  takes  six  weeks  for  a 
case  of  scarlet  fever,  and  not  quite  so  long  for  diphtheria,  before 
the  case  is  discharged  from  the  hospital.  In  case  of  scarlet 
fever,  it  costs  the  Town  at  least  $90  for  each  patient.  We  send 
those  cases  to  the  hospital  where  there  are  several  children  in  the 
family,  and  where  there  are  not  proper  conveniences,  for  treat- 
ment at  home.  We  consider  this  to  be  for  the  public  health  and 
safety,  and  to  give  the  patient  the  benefit  of  good  treatment. 

The  statutes  impose  upon  Boards  of  Health  the  duty  of  pro- 
tecting the  people  from  those  causes  and  influences  which  may 
injuriously  affect  their  health. 

We  have  in  Saugus  about  1,775  children  who  attend  school ; 
statistics  have  shown  the  great  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases 
among  school  children.  Schools  are  without  doubt  the  means 
of  spreading  these  diseases,  from  the  fact  that  some  attend  school 
in  the  early  stage  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  other  diseases. 
There  are  many  diseases  of  childhood  which  are  most  prevalent 
and  fatal  in  the  early  years  of  life  —  schools  are  without  doubt 
the  means  of  spreading  these  diseases.  It  is  the  mild  and 
neglected  cases  that  spread  the  contagion  and  causes  epidemic ; 
it  is  among  this  class  of  cases  that  the  special  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Health  has  been  directed.  The  Board  is  required  to 
investigate  the  premises,  placard  the  houses,  to  give  instructions 
in  regard  to  sanitary  measures  and  after  so  doing  to  fumigate. 

There  are  also  some  suspicious  cases  of  contagious  disease, 
which  from  time  to  time  are  reported  to  this  board  for  exami- 
nation. 

The  State  Board  is  devoting  much  time  and  money  in  their 
investigation  of  Tuberculosis.  At  this  time  consumption  is  no 
longer  given  up  as  hopeless,  but  is  considered  curable  in  the 
incipient  stage.  Not  only  the  lungs,  but  the  spine,  brain,  joints, 
and  nearly  every  tissue  of  the  body  is  liable  to  be  affected  with 
this  disease. 
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Sanatoriums  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  are  as 
follows :  North  Reading,  Lakeville,  Westfield  and  Rutland. 
These  are  now  running  at  their  full  capacity.  The  price  of 
board  in  these  institutions  is  $4  a  week.  According  to  the  law, 
this  is  to  be  paid  by  the  patient  or  friends.  If  the  patient  is  not 
able  to  pay,  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  has  a  legal  settlement, 
will  be  held  responsible  for  the  patient's  board,  if  he  has  no 
settlement  in  city  or  town,  the  state  assumes  the  charge. 
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The  following  Undertakers  were  licensed  to  conduct  the 
business  for  1912  :  H.  Dwight  Bisbee,  Cliftondale  ;  Benjamin 
F.  Fullerton,  Saugus ;  Darcy  &  Quick,  Lynn;  James  M.  Blais- 
dell,  Lynn  ;   Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Spear,  Everett. 

There  were  three  (3)  permits  granted  to  clean  out  cesspools 
and  vaults. 

There  were  two  (2)  permits  to  slaughter  within  the  Town 
limits. 

There  were  six  (6)  permits  issued  to  citizens  to  keep  four  or 
more  horses  on  their  premises. 

The  number  of  premises  in  the  Town  placarded  for  contagious 
diseases  was  twenty-seven  (27).

Report  of  Trustees  of  Public  Library 


The  Trustees  of  the  Saugus  Free  Public  Library  present  the 
Annual  Report  of  their  Librarian  and  suggestions  for  improved 
service. 

A  year  ago,  the  extreme  high  tax  rate  of  191 1  made  it  unwise 
to  ask  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  keep  the  Library  in  an 
efficient  condition  and  the  establishment  of  a  new  heating-system, 
the  cost  of  its  care  and  other  unlooked  for  necessary  expenses 
during  the  past  year  used  up  a  large  part  of  the  decreased  funds 
available  for  191 2. 

The  Trustees  present  the  following  urgent  present  needs  of 
the  Library. 

First  —  Still  more  cases  for  books  which  before  the  Library 
was  moved  to  its  present  location  were  stored  in  piles  on  the 
floor  and  on  top  of  book-cases  in  the  Town  Hall. 

Second  — A  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of  books 
bought  and  especially  of  the  better  class  of  books.  Saugus  is  a 
reading  town  and  it  is  fair  to  suppose  that  the  best  class  of  books 
will  be  read  if  they  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens 
and  made  available. 

Third — A  new  catalogue,  the  old  one  has  become  useless, 
and  bulletins  of  new  books  as  fast  as  they  are  purchased,  posted 
in  the  Library  and  other  public  places. 

Fourth  —  New  methods  of  bringing  the  Library  into  close 
contact  with  homes  and  villages  at  a  distance  from  the  Library. 
Your  Trustees  have  considered  this  for  more  than  two  years, 
but  the  little  expense  necessary  has  thus  far  made  it  impracti- 
cable. Tt  is  hoped  that  the  1913  appropriation  will  allow  the 
establishment  in  East  Saugus  and  Cliftondale,  and  later  in  other 
parts  of  the  Town,  of  places  where  books  may  be  returned  after 
they  have  been  read  and  new  ones  given  out. 
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Fifth — The  service  of  the  Librarian  for  six  days  of  the  week. 
The  increase  of  the  Town's  population  cataloguing,  repairing, 
devising  schemes  for  better  service,  and  the  giving  out  and 
recording  books  claims  the  full  time  of  one  Librarian,  and  addi- 
tional help  for  hours  when  one  person  cannot  handle  the  work. 

Sixth  —  The  Library  room  should  be  made  more  attractive. 
Its  paint  should  be  clean,  its  furniture  good,  and  the  Town,  or 
private  individuals,  provide  attractions  for  its  walls  in  the  way 
of  statuary,  pictures,  etc. 

Seventh — The  Library,  already  partially  heated,  should  be 
kept  fully  heated  every  afternoon. 

The  Trustees  believe  that  the  Town  appreciates  its  Library, 
but  that  its  appreciation  can  be  made  three-fold  by  a  compara- 
tively small  addition  of  expense  and  asks  for  a  liberal  Library 
appropriation  for  1913.

Report  of  the  School  Committee 


Your  School  Committee  has  held  some  twenty-five  meetings 
during  the  year  and  its  problems  have  been  many  and  varied. 
At  the  March  meeting  Harry  T.  Turner  was  elected  Chairman 
and -Joseph  L.  McCullough  Secretary.  Our  sessions  have  been 
in  many  instances  prolonged  though  entirely  harmonious,  and 
we  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  thanks  to  our  efficient  Super- 
intendent and  his  painstaking  corps  of  teachers  the  public  schools 
of  Saugus  are  in  excellent  condition  and  performing  their  full 
duty  to  the  children,  whose  complete  and  satisfactory  education 
must  always  be  the  Town's  best  asset  and  which  means  so  much 
to  our  future  welfare  as  a  community  and  an  integral  part  of  the 
great  State  of  which  we  are  a  component  part. 

Increase  of  Salaries  for  Teachers. 
We  favor  granting  a  substantial  increase  of  salary  to  every 
school  teacher  in  Town.  We  think  this  increase  is  well  merited 
as  we  know  of  no  class  in  the  community  which  deserves  to  be 
adequately  compensated  more  than  that  of  the  efficient  school 
teacher,  engaged  in  the  noble  and  glorious  work  of  fundamen- 
tally training  the  young  in  the  ways  they  should  go  to  become 
useful  men  and  women  in  the  locality  in  which  they  are  destined 
to  become  the  future  hope  of  the  State,  which  must  crumble  and 
fall  if  its  citizenship  is  not  of  the  highest  possible  standard 
attainable,  because,  as  Pope  says,  in  his  Moral  Essays  : 

"  'Tis  education  forms  the  common  mind. 
Just  as  the  twig  is  bent,  the  tree's  inclined.'' 

We  have  lost  several  good  teachers  during  the  year,  due  prima- 
rily, as  in  other  years,  to  the  fact  that  adjacent  cities  and  towns 
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pay  higher  salaries  for  the  same  grade  of  work  than  we  do. 
Increasing  the  salaries  of  our  teachers  will  tend  to  obviate  and 
lessen  this  paramount  difficulty,  with  which  Saugus  has  long 
been  confronted,  and  also  give  them  a  higher  wage  which,  we 
think,  they  all  deserve  and  ought  to  have,  provided  the  Town's 
financial  condition  warrants  it. 

Retirement  of  Teachers. 

The  Board  also  favors  a  retirement  system  for  teachers  of 
thirty-five  years'  service  in  the  public  schools,  and  quite  agrees 
with  the  State  Board  of  Education  when  it  says  : 

"  The  enactment  of  legislation  providing  for  the  payment  of 
retirement  allowances  to  public  school  teachers  after  specified 
terms  of  service  would  tend,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  to  pro- 
mote the  efficiency  of  the  teaching  force  of  the  public  schools 
and  to  improve  public  education  for  the  following  reasons : 
(a)  persons  of  superior  ability  would  be  encouraged  to  enter, 
and  to  remain  in,  the  profession  of  teaching  ;  (£)  teachers,  during 
their  terms  of  service  would  have  a  greater  feeling  of  security 
with  regard  to  the  future;  (c)  school  authorities  would  be 
enabled  to  retire  without  hardship,  teachers  who,  on  account  of 
age,  became  incapacitated. 

u  The  Board,  therefore,  recommends  the  enactment  of  legisla- 
tion establishing  an  old  age  retirement  system  for  teachers  in 
publicly  supported  schools,  membership  in  which  shall  be  com- 
pulsory upon  all  persons  who  shall,  after  July  i,  19 14,  begin  to 
teach  in  schools  supported  by  public  taxation,  and  membership 
in  which  shall  be  voluntary  for  teachers  now  in  service. 

"  Teachers  in  the  public  schools  and  schools  established  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  471  of  the  Acts  of  191 1,  are  technically 
the  employees  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  which  they  teach,  but 
in  many  respects  their  services  may  be  regarded  as  being  ren- 
dered to  the  Commonwealth  as  a  whole,  since  educational  stand- 
ards are  in  general  prescribed  by  State  laws  and  because  the 
vState  Board  of  Education  is  authorized  in  part  to  supervise  such 
education  and  to  promote  its  efficiciency. 
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Concern  of  State. 


"  Public  education  is,  in  large  degree,  the  concern  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  a  whole.  Local  retirement  systems  are  not, 
and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  cannot  be  effective  except  in 
large  cities.  The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  adequate  retire- 
ment system  for  the  public  school  teachers  of  Massachusetts 
would  necessarily  operate  uniformly  throughout  the  State  as  a 
whole.  For  these  reasons  it  is  expedient  and  desirable  that  the 
cost  of  maintaining  a  retirement  system  for  teachers  should  be 
met  in  part  out  of  the  State  treasury.  Such  a  retirement  system 
should,  furthermore,  be  administered  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

"  A  retirement  system,  designed  to  advance  the  efficiency  of 
teaching,  while  at  the  same  time  preserving  to  the  utmost  as  far 
as  possible  the  self  respect  on  the  part  of  those  participating 
therein,  should  be  supported  in  part  by  contributions  from  the 
prospective  beneficiaries.  Such  a  system  then  becomes  in  effect 
a  form  of  compulsive  insurance  against  loss  of  earning  power 
due  to  old  age,  towards  the  cost  of  which  the  State  makes  partial 
contributions.  The  Board,  therefore,  recommends  that  in  any 
legislation  providing  for  retirement  allowances  for  teachers  there 
be  included  a  provision  to  the  effect  that  from  the  salaries  of 
teachers  who  are  to  benefit  from  such  allowances  there  shall 
regularly  be  deducted  such  a  percentage  as  will  provide  substan- 
tially one-half  the  retirement  allowances  called  for." 

New  School  at  Cliftondale. 

The  school  population  at  Cliftondale  is  so  large  and  is  grow- 
ing so  rapidly  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  a  new  school  building- 
will  be  required  for  that  section  of  our  Town.  We  trust  that 
when  the  time  for  its  authorization  and  actual  construction 
arrives  that  the  Town  will  not  make  the  mistake  which  so  often 
obtains  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  public  buildings. 
Saugus  should  build  for  the  boundless  and  inevitable  future,  not 
for  the  mere  small,  narrow  and  pressing  present,  a  policy  which 
town,  State  and  nation  have  found,  in  the  long  run,  to  be  expen- 
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sive,  senseless,  and  a  source  of  deep  and  lasting  regret.  An  eight- 
room,  brick  schoolhouse  at  Cliftondale  would  be  a  matter  of 
good  judgment  and  economy  for  the  Town  at  present,  or  in  the 
immediate  future,  and  give  that  part  of  the  Town  what  it  so 
much  needs  in  its  educational  equipment  there,  namely,  a  school 
center. 

Competitive  Bids  for  Supplies. 
The  Committee  feels  that  competitive  bidding  should  be  intro- 
duced in  the  matter  of  the  purchase  of  its  supplies,  which  cost 
approximately  $2,500  every  year.  The  expenditure  of  this 
amount  of  money  might  result  in  economy  and  better  service,  if 
subject  to  competitive  bidding,  and  beginning  with  the  new  fiscal 
year  your  Committee  intends  to  make  a  trial  of  that  policy,  to  see 
if  the  same  is  feasible  and  desirable. 

Conclusion. 
For   a   detailed  account  of   the  operations  of    the    schools  of 
Saugus,  citizens  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  very  complete 
and  exhaustive   report  of   the   Superintendent,   with   its  accom- 
panying statistics  and  observations,  appended  herewith.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


7o  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Saugus : 

The  Twentieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  is  herewith  presented.  It  includes  the  usual  reports, 
tables  and  statistics.  It  is  not  an  educational  essay,  but  a  report 
upon  some  of  our  school  conditions,  needs  and  activities. 

Teachers. 

The  number  of  new  teachers  on  our  force  for  the  present 
school  year  is  fully  as  large  as  ever.  We  have  become  accus- 
tomed to  expect  to  retain  from  year  to  year  only  about  two- 
thirds  of  our  previous  year's  force.  The  extent  of  this  change 
may  be  ascertained  by  comparing  the  two  lists  of  teachers  given 
later  on  in  this  report.  For  many  years  this  unusually  large 
change  in  the  teaching  force  has  been  an  annual  lament  of  our 
school  report. 

Teachers'  Salaries. 
This  constant  changing  of  teachers  is  generally  explained  by 
the  lack  of  sufficient  remuneration  to  retain  the  services  of 
efficient  teachers.  Our  geographic  location  is  both  fortunate 
and  unfortunate.  The  ease  with  which  school  officials  from 
communities  of  greater  wealth  can  visit  our  schools  makes 
Saugus  an  easy  and  rapid  route  to  more  desirable  positions.  For 
this  reason  the  quality  of  our  teaching  force  is  somewhat  better 
than  the  same  salaries  can  secure  in  some  other  places.  We  are 
fortunate  then  in  being  able  to  get  a  better  quality  of  service 
than  we  actually  pay  for  and  unfortunate  in  not  being  able  to 
keep  this  service  at  a  time  when  it  is  approaching  its  maximum 
efficiency. 
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Minimum  Time  for  Maximum  Efficiency. 

Our  citizens  usually  agree  that  three  years  is  as  little  time  as 
we  ought  to  expect  from  our  teachers  if  they  are  to  render  their 
best  possible  service  to  our  schools.  We  keep  them  one  year, 
generally,  because  we  will  not  engage  them  without  their  agree- 
ing to  stay  that  length  of  time.  After  a  year's  teaching  here  the 
teacher  may  leave  us  at  the  end  of  any  term  by  giving  us  a  four 
weeks'  notice.  Such  leaving  generally  comes  at  a  time  when  it 
is  most  difficult  to  find  a  worthy  successor. 

The  Remedy. 

This  unfortunate  situation  may  be  relieved  somewhat  by  the 
adoption  of  an  elastic  schedule  of  salaries  providing  for  an 
increase  of  fifty  dollars  per  year  until  a  three  years'  service  has 
been  completed.  The  minimum  of  this  schedule  should  be  not 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars  except  in  rare  instances.  The 
conditions  here  are  such  that  require  a  five  hundred  dollar 
teacher.  That  sum  is  needed  by  the  teacher  to  maintain  her 
position  with  proper  dignity  and  respect.  My  observation  of 
our  teachers  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  even  five  hundred  dol- 
lars when  the  teacher  has  no  free  home  in  which  to  live  during 
vacations  is  insufficient.  The  teacher's  vacation  should  be  one 
of  rest,  recreation  and  professional  study.  The  good  of  our 
schools  demands  this.  When  a  teacher's  nervous  energy  has 
been  exhausted  by  worry,  care  and  toil  her  efficiency  in  the 
schoolroom  is  greatly  lessened. 

Some  one  has  asked,  why  not  start  with  a  salary  of  four  hun- 
dred dollars  and  by  a  yearly  increase  of  fifty  dollars  keep  the 
teacher  three  years?  First,  the  average  four  hundred  dollar 
teacher  is  incapable  of  satisfying  our  local  expectations.  Nine- 
tenths  of  such  teachers  would  be  a  failure  from  the  start.  It 
would  require  years  to  regain  the  loss  effected  by  such  a  course 
in  one  year.  In  many  cases  the  teacher  would  recognize  her 
inability  to  meet  the  situation  and  resign,  thus  defeating  our 
desire  for  a  longer  period  of  service.  The  loss  to  the  schools  by 
such  a  course  would  be  too  large  for  estimation. 
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Another  asks,  why  not  make  a  contract  for  a  three  years'  ser- 
vice at  the  rate  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  year?  The  results  of 
such  a  plan  would  differ  but  slightly  from  our  present  plan 
whereby  we  are  losing  one-third  of  teachers  each  year.  Many 
serious  objections  to  such  a  plan  may  be  cited.  Unless  the  salary 
is  increased  from  year  to  year  until  it  reaches  a  living  wage,  the 
teacher  feels  that  her  work  is  not  appreciated  and  that  her  own 
good  as  well  as  the  good  of  her  school  demands  that  she  seek 
employment  elsewhere.  Consequently  they  leave  us,  sometimes 
even  for  a  smaller  salary.  Words  of  commendation  no  matter 
how  expressed  are  naught  when  compared  to  the  effect  of  the 
needed  dollar. 

The  Cost. 

A  careful  survey  of  our  needs  for  the  coming  year  shows  us 
that  we  can  put  into  operation  this  plan  for  increasing  the 
teachers'  salaries  by  an  increase  in  our  appropriation  slightly 
less  than  three  hundred  dollars.  This  means  not  one  cent's 
increase  in  the  rate  of  taxation  for  the  increase  in  valuation  is 
sufficient  to  vield  several  times  that  amount. 


A  Shorter  Elementary  Course. 

The  only  plea  for  shortening  the  elementary  course  that  has 
come  to  us  is  one  of  finances.  If  the  work  that  we  are  now  do- 
ing in  nine  years  can  be  done  equally  as  well  in  eight  years  then 
it  would  seem  the  part  of  wisdom  to  adopt  an  eight  year  course. 
I  believe  in  an  eight  year  course,  not  on  account  of  cheapness 
for  if  it  equals  a  nine  year  course  in  efficiencv  it  will  also  equal 
it  in  cost.  To  adopt  an  eight  year  course  in  Saugus  without 
a  great  modification  of  present  conditions  means  a  great  drop  in 
standards  that  now  are  none  too  high.  The  ninth  grade  pro- 
vides a  better  preparation  for  High  School  work  and  also  gives 
a  great  deal  of  culture  for  the  pupil  who  for  one  reason  or  an- 
other is  to  be  denied  the  benefits  of  a  High  School  education. 
In  abolishing  the  ninth  grade  care  must  be  taken  lest  we  lose 
these  two  very  desirable  considerations. 
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Progress  and  Efficiency. 
In  our  community  the  prevailing  sentiment  is  in  favor  of  pro- 
gress and  efficiency.  So  when  we  change  from  a  nine  to  an 
eight  grade  system  it  must  be  done  in  the  interest  of  this  senti- 
ment. But  progress  and  efficiency  can  not  be  obtained  by  spend- 
ing less  money.  Generally  each  advance  means  an  additional 
expenditure.  Nevertheless,  the  change  ought  to  be  made.  First, 
to  keep  in  harmony  with  the  general  educational  tendency 
throughout  the  country.  Second,  to  bring  the  schools  into  closer 
touch  with  the  future  life  work  of  the  pupils.  I  am  not  in  favor 
of  an  eight  year  course  that  requires  nine  or  more  years  for  its 
completion  as  is  the  case  in  many  of  our  towns  and  cities.  This 
is  simply  a  shifting  of  names  with  little  or  no  change  of  work. 

New  Buildings. 

The  time  to  make  this  change  is  when  we  build  our  next 
schoolhouse.  The  plan  should  be  to  provide  schoolroom  for  the 
first  six  grades  as  near  to  the  homes  of  the  pupils  as  possible. 
The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  should  be  centralized  and  given 
departmental  teaching  in  special  subjects.  The  course  of  study 
for  the  first  six  grades  should  be  uniform  for  all  pupils.  Three 
courses  of  study  having  much  in  common  and  all  leading  to  the 
High  School  should  be  provided  for  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades.  One  of  these  courses  would  prepare  for  an  academic 
High  School  course,  another  would  prepare  for  a  commercial 
course  and  the  other  would  lead  to  an  industrial  course  in  the 
High  School. 

This  is  the  educational  trend  of  the  times.  This  we  must  do 
if  we  wish  to  give  our  children  a  fair  chance  in  life's  activities. 
Such  a  central  building  would  relieve  the  existing  congestion  in 
our  schools  and  at  the  same  time  permit  of  a  more  desirable 
organization  of  our  school  system.  Further,  if  financial  economy 
for  the  town  is  a  consideration,  one  centrally  located  building 
would  for  a  period  of  years  relieve  the  congestion  in  all  parts  of 
the  town.  If  the  next  building  is  not  centrally  located,  then  ere 
long  we  shall  need  to  bond  the  town  for  a  second  building.     The 
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time  is  near  when  the  High  School  will  need  its  entire  building 
for  its  own  use.  Then  the  question  of  a  new  schoolhouse 
involves  the  consideration  of  relieving  the  congestion  in  Clifton- 
dale  and  Saugus  Center,  of  early  High  School  accommodations, 
and  the  consideration  of  a  better  system  of  schools  for  the  entire 
Town. 

Midyear  Promotions. 
Each  year  we  have  a  number  of  requests  for  pupils  to  be 
allowed  to  pass  two  grades  in  a  single  year.  In  some  instances 
this  request  has .  been  granted  where  it  has  been  shown  that  the 
pupil  is  probably  qualified  to  do  the  work  of  the  grade  to  which 
promotion  is  sought.  Some  of  these  pupils  pass  on  successfully 
and  do  creditable  and  commendable  work.  Others  are  less  suc- 
cessful. In  man)'  of  the  cases  the  work  of  a  grade  has  been 
taken  in  six  or  right  weeks  during  the  summer  vacation.  In 
nearly  all  the  cases  the  promotion  is  made  with  many  misgivings 
as  to  the  pupils'  subsequent  success.  By  such  a  haphazard 
method  of  promotion  the  pupil  loses  much  work  in  some  grade. 
Often  essentials  are  entirely  omitted  and  a  pupil  who  had  given 
evidence  of  becoming  a  fine  scholar  never  gets  beyond  the 
ordinary  in  scholastic  attainments.  So  this  haphazard  method 
of  promotion,  often  demanded  with  persistence,  becomes  a  pos- 
itive detriment  instead  of  a  boon  to  the  individual  pupil.  Such 
repeated  experiences  tend  to  make  us  too  ironclad  and  inelastic 
in  the  promotion  of  pupils  from  grade  to  grade. 

The  Difficulty  Overcome. 
This  year  we  are  making  a  systematic  effort  to  meet  the  situa- 
tion mentioned  above.  From  this  endeavor  we  expect  two  re- 
sults, namely,  an  adequate  accomplishment  by  the  pupil  in 
school  of  each  year's  work  and  a  shortening  of  his  elementary 
course  by  one  or  two  years.  Xo  pupil  is  encouraged  to  attempt 
this  work  who  has  not  been  able  to  secure  in  his  previous  work 
a  rank  better  than  "B".  No  pupil  is  encouraged  to  attempt  this 
work  whose  health  is  not  the  best  in  all  respects.  No  pupil  is 
encouraged  to  attempt  this  work  if  it  is  against  the  wishes  of  the 
pupil's  parents. 
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In  What  Grades? 
The  work  is  optional  and  begin-  with  the  sixth  grade.  We 
have  forty-six  pupils  in  the  sixth  grade,  fifty-two  in  the  seventh 
grade  and  thirty-eight  in  the  eighth  grade  now  working  by  this 
plan.  The  teachers  with  one  accord  testify  to  the  pupils'  greater 
endeavor  that  the  plan  has  stimulated.  This  awakened  interest 
amply  repays  the  extra  effort  of  the  teachers  and  greatly  enhances 
the  success  of  the  plan.  By  promoting  at  this  time  139  pupils 
we  are  saving  $3,475  at  a  cost  of  Sit  1.04. 

Advantages. 
The  completion  of  the  elementary  course  in  less  than  nine 
years.  Some  relief  of  the  congestion  in  some  schools.  Any 
pupil  in  the  school  failing  on  account  of  sickness,  absence  or 
other  cause,  to  pass  on  the  first  half  of  the  year's  work  may  re- 
view with  the  "A*-1  division  that  portion  of  his  work  and  thus 
be  assisted  to  gain  his  regular  promotion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
A  stronger  desire  and  a  more  determined  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  pupil  to  do  better  work.  Psychology  teaches  that  the  child 
at  this  period  in  its  life,  ten  to  thirteen  years  of  age,  is  capable 
of  doing  more  hard  work  than  in  the  preceding  or  in  the  follow- 
ing period.  Hence  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  the 
places  where  extra  work  should  be  done,  if  anywhere  in  our 
school  course.  Too  little  work  is  as  detrimental  to  the  develop- 
ment of  scholastic  ability  as  too  much  work.  We  aim  to  give 
just  enough  work  to  keep  every  one  busy  and  interested. 

Manual  Training. 
One  serious  hindrance  to  the  best  results  of  our  manual  train- 
ing course  has  been"  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  equipment.  We  are 
gradually  overcoming  this,  however,  by  increasing  our  equip- 
ment from  year  to  year  according  to  our  means  and  without 
drawing  unduly  from  funds  needed  elsewhere.  This  gradual 
increase  in  equipment  is  also  in  accord  with  the  advance  of  our 
pupils.  When  the  pupils  are  ready  to  make  use  of  more  equip- 
ment  we  have  been  getting  as  much  of  it  as  our  means  would 
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permit.  In  this  way  since  the  course  was  started  we  have  added 
a  few  more  bench  tools,  a  mitre  box,  a  saw  table  with  power,  a 
moulder's  outfit  and  six  motor  driven  lathes  together  with  a 
small  equipment  of  wood  turning  tools. 

More  Time  for  Manual  Training. 
In  order  that  we  may  secure  adequate  results  in  manual  train- 
ing instruction  more  time  is  an  imperative  necessity.  At  present 
seventy-five  hours  in  the  manual  training  room  is  about  all  that 
a  boy  has  during  his  entire  course  in  our  schools.  Less  than 
two  weeks  of  continuous  work.  When  we  consider  this,  the 
results  obtained  are  marvelous.  Yet  with  rare  exceptions,  the 
pupils'  product  seldom  reaches  a  desirable  perfection  of  finish 
per  se.  We  ought  not  to  delay  longer  in  providing  two  hours 
per  week  for  the  ninth  grade. 

Ninth  Grade  in  Manual  Training  after  Februarys,  I9I3- 
On  account  of  not  being  able  to  accommodate  the  ninth  grade 
in  two  divisions  after  February  3  of  the  present  year,  we  are 
forced  either  to  deny  the  third  division  any  instruction  in  manual 
training  or  to  employ  the  manual  training  teacher  another  day 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Although  a  whole  day  is  not 
needed  for  this  increase  in  the  size  of  the  ninth  grade,  yet  the 
day  would  be  spoiled  for  the  instructor  and  so  the  cost  for  a  part 
day  would  be  not  much  less  than  for  a  full  day.  Therefore,  it 
has  seemed  best  for  the  remainder  of  this  year  to  give  the  ninth 
grade  two  hours  per  week  in  manual  training,  thus  utilizing  the 
instructor's  full  time. 

Sewing. 
We  think  that  one  hour  is  ample  time  for  a  sewing  lesson. 
But  the  size  of  the  classes  and  the  inability  to  arrange  a  satis- 
factory program  make  it  impossible  for  us  to  do  the  work  in  one 
day.  Accordingly  each  of  the  three  divisions  in  the  ninth  grade 
after  February  3,  will  be  divided  into  two  divisions  making 
classes  of  convenient  size  for  successful  instruction  and  thus 
utilizing  the  full  time  of  the  sewing  teacher  for  two  days. 
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Summer  Manual  Training. 

Forty-six  boys  joined  our  summer  manual  training  class  last 
July  and  in  eighteen  two-hour  lessons  accomplished  as  much 
work  as  is  now  accomplished  in  a  full  year  of  our  one  hour  per 
week  lessons.  The  effect,  then,  has  been  to  add  by  this  summer 
course,  one  year  to  our  manual  training  instruction. 

Each  boy  paid  a  nominal  sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  entire 
course.  The  sum  thus  realized  together  with  a  part  of  the 
receipts  from  the  annual  field  day  was  sufficient  to  pay  for  the 
instruction  only.  The  lumber,  tools  and  room  were  furnished 
by  the  School  Department.  The  following  account  shows  the 
cost  of  the  venture.

The  interest  taken  in  the  work  and  the  results  obtained  justify 
the  continuance  of  the  work  next  summer. 


Domestic  Science. 
The  time  has  come  when  we  should  extend  our  work  in  do- 
mestic science  so  that  our  girls  may  receive  a  training  equally  as 
efficient  and  practical  as  that  which  we  are  attempting  to  give 
our  boys.  Cooking  should  be  added  to  our  work  in  sewing. 
Let  the  mothers  do  this  work  if  they  will.  Let  the  school  do  it, 
if  it  must.      Let  both  work  together  to  this  end  if  they  can.   The 
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work  is  eminently  practical  and  forms  a  vital  part  in  the  leading 
school  systems  of  the  country.  The  cost  of  fitting  up  a  domestic 
science  room  is  a  trifle  when  compared  to  a  manual  training 
equipment. 

Commercial  Course  in  the  High  School. 
However  good  and  worthy  any  activity  in  public  school  edu- 
cation may  be  unless  it  serves  satisfactorily  the  desires  of  the 
community  it  is  doomed  to  failure.  So  far  as  I  know  the  citi- 
zens of  Saugus  have  never  formally  expressed  themselves  in 
regard  to  an  efficient  commercial  course  in  our  High  School. 
Nearly  every  high  school  in  Massachusetts  offers  a  commercial 
course  to  its  pupils.  The  efficiency  of  such  a  course  in  most 
cases  is  fully  as  high  as  that  of  the  other  courses  offered  by  the 
school.  During  the  last  ten  years  no  other  department  in  the 
high  school  has  shown  such  an  improvement  in  methods  of 
instruction.  No  other  department  has  had  such  obstacles  to 
overcome.  Public  school  men  at  first  opposed  with  vigor  the 
introduction  of  commercial  subjects  into  the  high  school  curric- 
ulum. Competent  teachers  to  do  the  work  were  few.  Conse- 
quently the  first  results  were  necessarily  unsatisfactory.  But 
what  a  change.  Educators,  no  longer  opponents,  have  become 
enthusiastic  advocates.  The  supply  of  competent  commercial 
teachers  is  increasing  yearly.  Colleges  and  Normal  schools 
have  just  begun  to  train  teachers  for  commercial  work.  Fifty 
per  cent  of  the  pupils  enrolled  in  high  schools  offering  this 
course  are  pursuing  the  commercial  branches. 

The  Educational  Value  of  the  Business  Course. 
Competent  critics  of  educational  procedure  agree  that  when 
the  commercial  course  is  rightly  administered  its  power  for  men- 
tal training  and  discipline  is  not  inferior  to  that  of  the  other 
high  school  departments.  Professor  DeGarmo  of  Cornell 
University  says:  "If  he  has  equally  efficient  teachers  and  is 
supplied  with  equally  good  facilities,  the  student  of  the  commer- 
cial course  is  not  inferior  to  his  brother  in  the  arts  course  in  the 
range  of  his  education,  in  the  quality  of  his  discipline,  in  the 
dignity  of  his  work  or  the  worthiness  of  his  destination." 
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The  Aim  of  the  Course. 

To  train  competent  stenographers,  bookkeepers  and  office 
helpers  is  one  immediate  and  practical  aim  of  the  commercial 
course.  But  the  possibilities  of  such  a  course  exceed  this 
limited,  yet  essential  aim.  To  train  young  people  to  think,  to 
enable  them  to  acquire  a  larger  view  of  commercial  activities,  to 
prepare  them  to  undertake  successfully  college  courses,  all  these 
come  within  the  domain  of  the  really  good  commercial  high 
school  course. 

But  will  all  your  graduates  become  one  hundred  per  cent 
bookkeepers,  etc.  ?  Never.  Is  there  a  schoolroom  in  Saugus 
or  elsewhere  from  which  all  the  pupils  come  forth  perfected  in 
the  subjects  taught  therein  ?  Universal  perfection  in  the  school 
product,  however  desirable  it  may  be,  is  everywhere  and  in  all 
departments  an  impossibility.  Yet  it  is  a  worthy  ideal  for  even- 
earnest  teacher. 

A  Matter  for  the  Voters  to  Decide. 
Whatever  you  as  members  of  the  School  Committee  or  I  as  a 
superintendent  and  teacher  may  think,  the  final  decision  of  the 
matter  rests  with  the  voters.  Therefore,  in  order  that  we  may 
know  whether  this  community  desires  to  have  such  instruction 
given  in  its  High  School,  I  recommend  that  you  give  the  voters 
an  opportunity  to  express  themselves  upon  so  practical  an 
educational  venture. 

School  Exhibit. 

We  have  to  report  an  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  our 
pupils  in  our  home  gardening  projects.  This  past  year  we  were 
supplied  with  seed  potatoes,  corn  and  beans  by  the  Agricultural 
College  at  Amherst.  The  garden  products  together  with  other 
exhibits  of  work  done  by  our  pupils  were  exhibited  in  the  Town 
Hall  on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  September  the  twentieth. 
The  same  Committee  as  the  year  before  awarded  the  prizes  for 
the  best  displays  of  vegetables  and  Mowers. 

The  success  of  the  exhibit  was  greatly  aided  by  the  ManoJa 
Orchestra  and  by  the  efforts  of  many  of  the  parents  and  citizens. 
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Sweet  Pea  Exhibit. 

At  the  Fourth  Annual  Exhibition  and  Convention  of  the 
National  Sweet  Pea  Society  of  America  which  was  held  in  Bos- 
ton, July  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth,  our  High  School  won 
the  F.  R.  Pierson  Cup,  value  $25,  for  the  best  display  exhib- 
ited by  any  school. 

A  number  of  our  pupils  also  won  prizes  for  individual  exhibits 
at  this  exhibition. 


Field  Day. 

The  expenses  of  our  school  exhibit  have  always  been  met  by 
the  receipts  realized  from  our  annual  field  day.  The  field  day 
has  in  itself  a  sufficient  excuse  for  its  being  held.  The  long- 
preparation  for  the  day  in  outdoor  exercise  by  a  very  large  per- 
centage of  our  school  children  tends  to  promote  their  physical 
well  being  quite  as  much  as  anything  now  being  done  in  the 
schools. 

The  following  is  a  summarized  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  annual  field  day,  summer  manual  training 
course,  Boston  sweet  pea  exhibit  and  our  local  school  exhibit, 
exclusive  of  lumber.

Coaching  Teachers. 

At  the  close  of  school  last  June,  the  regular  teachers  affirmed 
unqualifiedly  that  161  pupils  were  promoted  as  a  direct  result  of 
the  work  of  the  coaching  teachers  for  backward  pupils.  Many 
other  pupils  who  had  fallen  behind  for  one  reason  and  another 
were  also  assisted  by  these  teachers  to  regain  their  class  standing. 

The  cost  of  this  work  is  insignificant  when  compared  to  both 
the  financial  and  educational  loss  that  would  ensue  without  it.  I 
would  like  to  see  the  day  when  the  necessity  for  this  work  did 
not  exist.  But  that  day  will  never  come  until  we  are  able  to 
make  a  very  radical  change  in  the  organization  of  our  schools. 
Fewer  pupils  per  teacher  is  the  other  alternative  for  eliminating 
the  repeater  from  our  schools.  It  costs  less  to  prevent  a  pupil 
from  becoming  a  repeater  than  it  does  to  educate  him  as  a 
repeater. 

The  coaching  teachers  by  preventing  these  161  pupils  from 
failing  saved  the  Town  about  $4,025.  If  ten  per  cent  of  our 
pupils  fail  each  year  the  tendencv  will  be  to  produce  congestion. 
To  relieve  congestion  we  must  build  more  schoolhouses,  hire 
more   teachers  and  janitors  and   buy  more   fuel,  books  and  sup- 
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plies.  These  161  pupils  alone  would  require  the  entire  use  of  a 
fully  equipped  four  room  building.  Where  our  present  accom- 
modations are  already  taxed  to  their  full  capacity  each  pupil  held 
back  helps  to  make  a  crowded  condition  besides  greatly  lessening 
the  efficiency  of  the  whole  school  system. 

The  percentage  of  failures  some  years  before  employing 
coaching  teachers  was  nearly  twenty  per  cent.  This  year  it  has 
been  reduced  to  about  five  per  cent.  Our  present  crowded  con- 
dition is  due  in  part  to  these  failures  of  previous  years.  Elim- 
inate the  repeater  from  your  schools,  for  until  that  is  done  we 
will  never  be  able  to  get  a  full  return  for  the  money  that  we  are 
spending  for  education.

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Repairs 
Your  appropriation  for  inside  repairs   is  insufficient  to  do  the 
things  that  ought  to  be   done.      For  several  years    it   has  been 
found  necessary   to  spend  more   than  one  thousand  dollars  for 
inside  repairs. 
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Floors  Should    Be  Oiled. 

New  floors  are  needed  in  several  schools  and  the  floors  of  all 
should  be  oiled  both  for  economy's  sake  and  out  of  consideration 
for  the  health  of  our  pupils.  The  oiling  of  the  floor  when 
properly  done  forms  a  hard  coating  on  the  floor  and  thus  lessens 
greatly  the  wear.  By  increasing  the  length  of  service  for  the 
floor  the  cost  of  the  oiling  in  the  end  is  not  an  additional  expense. 


A   Health   Measure. 

Of  far  more  value  than  a  slight  financial  saving  is  the  health 
of  the  children.  The  dust  from  the  dirt  brought  in  on  the  feet 
might  be  endured  by  itself,  but  when  it  is  mingled  with  crayon 
dust  and  finely  powdered  particles  of  wood  the  injury  done  may 
reach  farther  than  we  suspect.  With  gravelled  walks  and  yards 
and  many  damp  days  the  grinding  of  the  unoiled  floor  is  very 
noticeable.  All  the  dirt,  being  quickly  dried  in  the  superheated 
and  very  dry  air  of  the  schoolroom,  becomes  a  floating  menace 
to  the  health  of  every  individual  in  the  room. 

The  oil,  when  properly  applied,  will  not  soil  the  teacher's 
skirts.  Even  if  it  should,  a  little  dirt  on  her  skirts  is  better  than 
a  great  deal  in  her  lungs.  Further,  the  schools  are  maintained 
primarily  for  the  best  interests  of  the  children. 

Then  it  is  not  a  question  of  finances,  since  in  a  period  of  years 
the  saving  would  be  in  favor  of  the  oiled  floor.  We  have  then 
the  health  of  the  children  to  oppose  every  unfavorable  consider- 
ation. If  we  do  our  duty  we  will  not  be  long  in  taking  the 
course  that  favors  the  physical  wellbeing  of  our  children. 


The  Cost. 

On  account  of  the  porous  condition  of  most  of  our  floors  the 
initial  cost  would  be  much  larger  than  at  any  subsequent  oiling. 
The  initial  cost,  if  the  floors  are  oiled  while  the  price  of  linseed 
oil  is  low,  ought  not  to  exceed  five  dollars  per  room.  Subsequent 
oilings  once  a  year  ought  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  per  room. 
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Needs. 

A  concrete  walk  leading  to  the  High  School. 

Means  to  make  more  effective  our  medical  inspection.  While 
we  are  getting  results  from  our  medical  inspection  that  are  well 
worth  while  it  is  yet  possible  to  have  them  larger. 

More  domestic  science  for  the  girls. 

An  efficient  business  department  in  the  High  School. 

State  aid  to  make  our  school  problem  the  equal  of  the  average 
in  the  State. 

One  more  teacher  for  backward  pupils. 

A  longer  course  in  manual  training. 

To  continue  as  our  regular  policy  two  hours  per  week  in 
manual  training  for  the  ninth  grade. 

A  larger  appropriation  for  inside  repairs. 

Conclusion. 

Your  consideration  of  the  accompanying  reports  and  statistics 
is  sought.  They  will  help  us  to  gain  a  fuller  knowr ledge  of  the 
work  of  our  schools. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  formally,  yet  sincerely, 
express  my  gratification  for  your  confidence  in  me  and  for  your 
strong  support  in  behalf  of  the  welfare  of  our  public  schools. 
To  the  voters  who  granted  you  such  an  appropriation  as  you 
deemed  necessary  for  the  work  of  the  schools  thanks  are  also 
due.  Without  this  timely  aid  we  could  not  have  had  such  a 
year  of  material  progress  in  so  many  ways.  I  also  commend  to 
you  the  faithful  work  of  our  teachers.  I  believe  that  one  and 
all  have  conscientiously  given  their  best  labors  to  make  the  work 
of  our  schools  a  commendable  success.  I  surely  am  not  unmind- 
ful of  their  willing  cooperation  in  whatever  has  been  undertaken 
for  the  betterment  of  our  schools.  To  the  pupils  and  parents  we 
are  also  grateful  for  the  essential  part  that  they  have  performed 
in  the  past  year's  work.

Dear  Sir, — I  herein  tender  my  report  of  School  Physician 
for  the  year  1 9 1 2  : 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  I  find  the  schools  in  splendid 
condition  regarding  health  and  that  the  teachers  are  doing  excel- 
lent work  in  personal  hygiene.  The  Town  has  been  fortunate 
in  the  mild  invasion  of  contagious  diseases  which  it  has  had  and 
only  a  few  isolated  cases  noted. 

Several  cases  of  diphtheria  appeared  during  the  winter  term, 
and  only  by  prompt  action  in  closing  the  schools  and  the  thor- 
ough manner  in  which  the  buildings  were  fumigated,  was  a  seri- 
ous epidemic  averted,  in   my  opinion.

Dear  Sir, — I  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  as  School 
Physician.  I  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  chil- 
dren attending  the  schools  in  my  district,  I  have  also  inspected 
the  buildings  in  regard  to  their  sanitary  condition,  and  have  ex- 
amined the  children  sent  to  me  at  my  office  by  the  teachers  with 
medical  inspection  papers  for  my  diagnosis  and  advice. 

While  we  have  had  a  few  cases  of  diptheria  and  scarlet  fever 
in  this  vicinity,  but  no  epidemic  as  in  other  sections  of  the  town, 
and  I  have  not  considered  it  necessary  to  fumigate  any  of  the 
schoolrooms. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  janitors  have  kept  the  premises 
in  a  good  sanitary  condition.

Dear  Mr.  Sims, — Enclosed  please  find  my  report  for  191  2. 
There  has  been  a  notable  decrease  in  the  number  of  children 
with  decayed  teeth,  and  among  those  children  who  frequently 
bring  vermin  (itch  and  head  lice)  into  the  schools. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  very  few  children 
have  their  adenoids  or  tonsils  removed  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  adenoids  stunt  the  growth,  both  physical  and  mental,  of  all 
children  suffering  with  them  ;  and  in  spite  of  the  now  generally 
accepted  fact,  by  the  medical  profession,  that  the  tonsils  are  the 
common  portal  of  entry  for  the  germs  of  tonsilitis,  diphtheria, 
endocarditis,  chorea,  rheumatic  fever  and  probably  in  erythema 
nodosum,  as  well  as  in  a  considerable  number  of  cases  of  pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis. 

Following  the  lead  of  the  Boston  schools,  the  removal  of 
adenoids  and  tonsils  should  be  made  obligatory,  in  my  opinion.

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Mr.    William  F.  Sims,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  191 2- 
1913  as  Principal  of  the  High  School. 

The  total  enrollment  of  all  five  grades  since  September,  191 2, 
is  2^1.  There  have  been  97  boys  in  attendance  and  154  girls. 
The  enrollment  the  previous  year  was  245,  with  98  boys  and 
147  giris. 

Aims. 
The  function  of  our  High  School  should  be  as  briefly  stated 
in  my  two  previous  reports — twofold,  first  to  prepare  those 
pupils  who  intend  to  enter  any  of  the  colleges  of  arts  and  sci- 
ences or  higher  technical  schools,  with  that  training  in  languages, 
mathematics  science  and  history  that  shall  present  them  at  these 
higher  institutions,  fitted  in  ideals  and  motives  to  compete  with 
other  young  men  and  young  women  of  the  state  in  all  the  college 
branches  that  lead  to  professional  schools,  the  higher  positions 
in  business,  as  well  as  positions  of  teaching,  whether  in  the  sec- 
ondary school  or  in  the  college.  The  courses  that  wre  now  offer 
do  this,  we  feel,  and  also  present  an  excellent  choice  for  all  who 
wish  to  enter  any  of  the  ten  Massachusetts  Normal  Schools. 
The  second  aim  of  our  school  is  probably — so  far  as  numbers  of 
pupils  are  affected — a  still  more  important  one  than  the  first ;  it 
is,  or  should  be,  to  prepare  for  their  later  work  in  the  world 
those  pupils  wrho,  through  a  lack  of  money,  or  a  lack  of  sympa- 
thy for  the  classical  courses,  or  even  a  lack  of  capacity  for  the 
so-called  cultural  studies,  cannot  hope  to  enter  the  higher  insti- 
tutions. This  last  great  body  of  young  people  whether  they 
attend  the  High  School  for  four  years  or  less — even  if  they  at- 
tend but  one  year — should  be  given  the  very  best  instruction  we 
can  provide  in  English,  in  the  history  of  our  industrial  and  com- 
mercial life  in  the  great  and  wonderful  changes  that  are  posi- 
tively coming  in  the  life  and  community  interests  of  the  Ameri- 
can people  and  which  must  make  for  the  best  life  of  all  classes, 
whether  laborers  in  the  mill,  the  factory,  the  office  or  on  the 
farm.  These  children  must  become  trained  for  social  efficiency 
as  well  as  the  college  pupil,  and  each  must  be  taught  as  early  in 
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his  course  as  possible  to  meet  our  changing  community  condi- 
tions, through  the  power  of  self-adaptation  and  to  use  for  the 
best  whatever  natural  powers  he  may  be  born  with.  Even  though 
it  may  not  be  possible  to  teach  our  High  School  pupils  a  trade 
or  the  details  of  a  business  yet  we  must  get  them  ready  to  absorb 
easily  and  willingly  such  details  a  few  months  after  they  have 
finished  their  course.  The  habit  of  work  must  be  engraved  in 
them  as  well. 

Courses. 

I  have  come  to  believe  then  that  such  a  preparation,  in  one 
respect  at  least,  can  best  be  brought  about  by  giving  to  our  first- 
year  pupils  not  a  course  in  Ancient  History,  as  at  present,  but  a 
course  of  modern  history  that  deals  primarily  with  the  history  of 
industries,  of  commerce,  of  agriculture,  in  fact  with  everything 
that  affects  the  social  status  of  our  people.  It  would  not  be  ad- 
visable to  omit  the  course  in  Ancient  History  from  our  program 
of  work  but  simply  to  advance  it  from  prescribed  to  elective 
work,  to  be  given  more  intensively  in  the  third  or  fourth  year, 
and  then  chiefly  for  those  pupils  tending  toward  college.  More- 
over a  further  recommendation  is  again  made  at  this  time,  as  in 
my  previous  reports,  that  we  add  courses  in  stenography  and 
typewriting  to  our  program  of  work,  this  instruction  to  be  given 
very  early  in  the  course. 

Furthermore,  I  would  again  advise  in  the  first-year  work  an 
elective  course  for  girls  in  Domestic  Science  as  outlined  in  my 
report  for  the  year  191 1,  this  course  to  be  presented  instead  of 
the  Elementary  Science,  which  can  very  well  be  retained  as  a 
course  of  instruction  for  all  boys  in  the  freshman  class. 

One  other  course,  as  recommended  in  the  last  report,  1  feel 
should  be  inserted  in  the  grade  curriculum, — that  of  instruction 
in  Agriculture,  both  from  the  theoretical  and  practical  side. 
This  work  is  almost  imperative,  especially  since  the  Essex 
County  Agricultural  High  School  is  to  open  and  some  of  our 
pupils  very  possibly  may  wish  to  enter  that  new  institution. 
.Such  pupils  should  be  fitted  as  early  as  possible  in  their  grade 
work  for  the  study  of  Agriculture. 
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A  Course  in  Commercial  Law  this  past  year  has  been  given, 
to  stimulate  thought  in  the  minds  of  those  who  hope  to  enter 
various  branches  of  business.  The  pupils  in  this  work  show  a 
marked  desire  to  profit  by  the  practical  examples  that  have  been 
given  them,  in  buying  and  selling,  in  contracts  and  other  legal 
transactions.      The  work  is  of  immense  practical  benefit. 

Leaving  School. 
The  same  causes  that  bring  about  the  condition  of  pupils  leav- 
ing school  early  in  their  course  seem  to  obtain  this  year  as  for- 
merly. We  have  in  Saugus  altogether  too  few  pupils  who  attend 
the  High  School.  The  last  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion shows  that  of  the  71  towns  of  the  State  with  a  population  of 
over  5,000,  in  which  class  Saugus  is  rated,  53  of  these  have  a 
larger  High  School  enrollment  than  does  our  Town ;  moreover 
that  17  of  those  towns  of  the  above  group  that  are  outranked  b}> 
Saugus  in  population  have  more  pupils  in  their  individual  High 
Schools  than  does  Saugus.  Many  of  them  in  fact  have  a  far 
higher  number  of  pupils  enrolled.  This  siiuation  is  not  a  good 
one  and  yet  is  probably  due,  partly  at  least,  to  the  fact  that  many 
of  our  families  are  forced  to  put  their  children  to  work  as  soon 
as  the  law  permits  this.  Without  doubt,  however,  another 
decided  cause  of  our  low  total  membership  is  the  poverty  of  our 
commercial  course.  The  suggestion  of  a  more  rounded  business 
course  as  given  above  should  remedy  this  cause,  at  least  partly. 

Physical  Education. 

The  examinations  by  the  Medical  Examiner  and  the  Principal 
show  that  our  pupils  are  in  good  health  and  that  there  are  very 
few  who  are  defective  in  seeing  or  hearing.  The  general  health 
of  practically  all  the  pupils  seems  excellent  and  we  have  been 
handicapped  this  year  by  very  little  sickness  in  the  school. 

There  is  decidedly  a  growing  interest  in  outdoor  sports  among 
our  pupils  in  all  the  five  grades  in  the  building,  and  we  have 
endeavored  to  stimulate  such  activity  so  far  as  we  could  in  school 
time  and  out  of  school  as  well.  We  need,  however,  some  play- 
ing field  for  the  development  of  the  physical  life  of  our  pupils. 
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Track  athletics  and  baseball,  with  other  games,  should  be  encour- 
aged by  the  townspeople  and  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  Town 
to  furnish  some  public  field  for  such  activities.  A  public  play- 
ground is  almost  a  necessity  to-day  in  any  well  organized  school 
system.  There  are  but  few  towns  of  the  size  of  Saugus  that  fail 
to  furnish  playgrounds  of  some  sort  for  their  school  children. 

Teachers. 
Four  of  our  teachers  of  last  year  gave  up  their  course  of  teach- 
ing here  in  Saugus,  and  this  necessitated  numerous  changes  in 
the  teaching  corps  this  fall.  Such  changes  are,  as  a  rule,  dis- 
turbing by  reason  of  the  need  of  readjustment  of  courses  to 
teachers  and  of  teachers  to  pupils.  The  work  of  all  of  our 
teachers  has  been  self-sacrificing  and  painstaking.  The  school 
board  and  the  townspeople  should  seek  to  retain  good  teachers 
for  a  longer  period  of  service  than  one  or  two  years.  This  can 
only  be  done  through  two  means,  higher  salaries  and  an  evidenced 
willingness  on  the  part  of  householders  to  furnish  boarding  places 
to  teachers  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Much  constructive  work  in 
establishing  a  good  stable  school  system  can  be  done  by  citizens 
of  a  town  if  they  are  ready  to  cooperate  in  these  two  respects. 

Ninth  Grade. 

The  work  of  our  ninth  grade  has  been  excellently  done  and  I 
feel  that  we  are  following  out  the  best  views  of  the  educators 
throughout  the  country  when  we  offer  courses  that  introduce 
pupils  of  thirteen  or  fourteen  years  of  age  into  the  elementary 
parts  of  a  fairly  large  variety  of  subjects  and  seek  to  find  out 
some  one  thing  for  which  each  pupil  has  a  special  capacity.  The 
aims  in  the  teaching  of  all  ninth  grade  pupils  should  lay  special 
emphasis  on  accuracv  in  the  fundamentals  and  on  the  formation 
of  good  habits. 

The  school  needs  more  and  more  each  year  encyclopedias  and 
reference  books  in  many  subjects.  Additions  have  been  made 
the  last  two  years,  though  but  slowly.  We  have  numerous 
small  reference  books  but  few  that  deal    with   subjects  from  an 
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extensive  point  of  view.  A  sustained  investigation  can  only  be 
carried  on  by  the  pupils'  use  of  proper  books.  We  need,  more- 
over, three  or  four  large  dictionaries  and  up-to  date  atlases  for 
reference.

My  Dear  Sir, — The  chief  statistics  regarding  the  Ninth 
Grade  will  necessarily  be  found  in  other  reports.  There  remain 
then  only  such  facts  as  one  who  sees  this  class  intimately  can 
give. 

"Joy  comes,"  Lowell  says.  Several  times  it  has  peculiarly 
touched  this  work. 

Instead  of  two  rooms  in  different  sections  of  the  Town  Grade 
Nine  now  uses  three  in  the  High  School  Building. 

Departmental  work  has  given  the  pupils  the  advantage  of 
specialists  and  of  coming  in  contact  with  the  High  School 
teachers.  Nevertheless  this  grade  is  one  of  the  elementary  school 
and  needs  careful  drill  in  all  wrays  to  prepare  for  the  freedom  and 
personal  responsibility  that  each  upper  class  man  ought,  in  a 
degree,  to  have. 

An  element  in  this  work  has  been  to  fuse  into  one  class  the 
pupils  from  so  different  environments  and  teaching. 

It  would  seem  that  a  result  of  coming  to  the  High  School 
Building  and  realizing  the  pleasure  and  need  that  upper  grade 
life  gives,  has  greatly  increased  the  Freshman  class  the  last  two 
years. 

Certainly  it  is  a  joy  to  see  more  girls  and  boys  enter  High 
School  and  to  note  that  fewer  turn  to  commercial  schools  which 
very  properly  may  follow  a  High  School  course  not  offering 
commercial  work. 

The  difficulty  of  keeping  pupils  in  school  has  to  be  faced  here 
as  well  as  elsewhere.     When  the  age  of  fourteen  is  reached  and 
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occasionally  a  child  deliberately  makes  the  choice  to  remain  in 
school  rather  than  go  to  work,  joy  prevails. 

The  Reflectoscope  is  a  joy.  To  listen  when  scholars  describe 
the  pictures  the  boys  have  thrown  upon  the  screen,  makes  the 
prediction  safe  that  later  more  vital  matters  will  be  discussed. 
Pupils  need  practice  in  talking  intelligently. 

Home  Work,  for  which  pupils  are  fully  credited,  has  become 
an  important  factor  in  school. 

Even  when  Domestic  Science  is  a  better  established  course, 
Home  Work  should  be  continued.  The  habit  of  doing  willingly 
and  well  homely  tasks  ;  the  habit  of  helping  ;  the  habit  of  taking 
every  honorable  chance  to  win  a  point ;  all  these  are  too  impor- 
tant to  be  set  aside. 

This  plan  forms  a  link  between  the  two  most  cherished  places 
in  the  child's  heart.  Much  that  he  does  we  fail  to  appreciate 
and  should  be  credited  to  him. 

Graduation  exercises  in  June  showed  that  the  seating  capacity 
of  High  School  hall  was  insufficient.  The  new  plan  of  mid-year 
promotion  will  emphasize  the  necessity  of  more  space  for  our 
closing  day  exercises. 

Grade  IX  seeks  to  continue  what  all  the  grades  have  been 
striving  to  teach — accuracy,  efficiency,  punctuality,  truthfulness, 
cleanliness  and  honesty — qualities  that  will  never  become  old- 
fashioned  because  constantly  in  use.

Dear  Sir,— I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  the  progress  of  the 
work  in  the  Manual  Training  Department  during  the  past  year. 
Beginning  the  year  with  inadequate  facilities  a  rather  discourag- 
ing outlook  was  in  prospect,  but  the  developments  of  the  sum- 
mer months,  when  a  vacation  school  was  maintained  with 
marked  success,  brought  about  conditions  which  soon  resulted 
in  an  enlargement  of  the  scope  of  work.     The  summer  school 
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demonstrated  beyond  controversy  the  need  of  longer  sessions  in 
the  regular  school  work  and  the  necessity  of  increasing  in  a  con- 
siderable degree  the  equipment  of  the  department.  The  situation 
was  taken  early  under  discussion  by  the  School  Committee  and 
the  results  are  very  gratifying  to  your  instructor  and  must  event- 
ually be  exhibited  to  the  parents  in  the  progress  shown  by  the 
pupils  who  have  elected  to  take  up  this  branch  of  the  school 
work.  The  sessions  have  been  increased  to  two  hours,  six 
motor  driven  lathes  have  been  introduced  and  a  department  for 
molding  patterns  established.  Two  days  a  week  will  be  given 
to  this  work  beginning  the  first  of  February.  With  this  splen- 
did equipment,  the  equal  to  any  of  the  smaller  towns  of  the 
state,  the  best  of  results  may  be  expected. 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  under  which  your  instructor 
has  labored  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  marked  progress  has 
been  shown  by  the  pupils  who  have  entered  into  their  work  with 
zest  and  enthusiasm.  Some  of  their  work  has  been  exhibited 
from  time  to  time  and  the  people  of  the  Town  have  every  reason 
to  be  proud  of  their  efforts.  They  have  shown  a  keen  appreci- 
ation of  the  objects  of  the  department  as  well  as  a  desire  to 
obtain  the  best  possible  results.  As  a  whole  the  pupils  in  this 
line  of  work  have  produced  as  good  results  as  may  be  found 
anywhere. 

In  making  my  annual  report  I  desire  once  more  to  urge  the 
parents  to  visit  this  department  as  often  as  convenient  and  per- 
sonally inspect  the  work  that  is  being  done.  Such  intimate  con- 
tact with  instructor  and  pupils  must  of  necessity  result  in  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  work  and  give  to  both  the  enthusiasm  which 
comes  with  an  exhibition  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  towns- 
people. 

In  closing  I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  for 
the  large  interest  which  you  and  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  have  constantly  exhibited  toward  this  department. 
Your  moral  support,  together  with  your  successful  efforts  in 
securing  larger  equipment  and  longer  sessions,  have  been  the 
real  source  of  the  progress  which  this    department,   constantly 
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increasing  in  its  importance  to  the  boy  or  girl  who  takes  it  up, 
is  now  making  and  will  continue  to  make.

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in 
Sewing  in  grades  eight  and  nine  since  September,  19 12. 

Owing  to  difficulty  in  arranging  the  program  of  studies  for 
girls  of  the  first  class  of  the  High  School  it  has  not  been  possible 
for  them  to  continue  Sewing  as  an  elective  subject  during  the 
present  school  year. 

The  object  of  this  work  as  a  whole  is  to  encourage  neatness 
both  in  personal  attire  and  in  the  home,  to  give  each  girl  individ- 
ual instruction  in  acquiring  skill  to  perform  all  stitches  used  in 
plain  sewing,  with  the  addition  of  a  few  ornamental  stitches 
most  commonly  used,  and  to  enable  the  girls  to  understand  not 
only  the  making  and  construction  of  simple  garments,  but  also 
the  necessity  of  careful  patching  and  darning. 

The  work  in  the  eighth  grades  is  giving  good  satisfaction  and 
all  classes  are  interested.  As  soon  as  sufficient  practice  for  each 
new  stitch  has  been  allowed,  some  article  involving  the  use  of 
the  stitch  is  constructed,  thus,  step  by  step  making  a  practical 
application  of  the  knowledge  obtained. 

The  time  allowed  for  Sewing  is  one  hour  per  week  and  this 
fact,  together  with  the  size  of  the  two  ninth  grade  divisions 
which  average  thirty  girls  each,  has  been  a  great  handicap  in  the 
work  with  these  classes. 

However,  I  wish  to  thank  you  as  Superintendent  and  also  the 
School  Committee  for  the  additional  time  which  is  to  be  granted 
the  ninth  grades  for  sewing  after  February  first.  I  am  confident 
that  with  a  smaller  number  of  pupils  in  each  division  of  the  ninth 
grades  much  better  results  will  be  obtained. 
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The  girls  in  these  classes,  having  learned  all  necessary  stitches 
in  the  eighth  grades,  are  now  making  various  undergarments 
with  additional  practice  in  the  working  of  buttonholes.  Instruc- 
tion is  given  for  ornamental  stitches,  the  more  difficult  forms  of 
mending  and  darning  and  simple  pattern  drafting.  The  sewing 
machine  is  used  for  some  of  the  work  in  the  ninth  grade  and 
home  work  is  expected  and  has  been  done  willingly  when 
requested. 

It  is  hoped  that  before  the  end  of  the  present  school  year  ar- 
rangments  may  be  made  for  a  public  exhibition  of  the  sewing 
done  in  all  grades.

Dear  Sir, — In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Super- 
visor of  Drawing  I  am  able  to  speak  of  the  work  for  five  months 
only. 

Since  September  there  has  been  a  very  noticeable  improve- 
ment in  both  the  drawing  and  constructive  work.  Although 
results  in  some  cases  fall  short  of  the  standard  striven  for,  they 
show  that  the  pupils  are  trying  hard  and  are  slowly  but  surely 
making  progress.  The  interest  and  earnest  effort  of  both  teachers 
and  pupils  have  made  the  work  encouraging  and  pleasant. 

The  teachers  have  been  supplied  with  outlines  with  subjects 
and  suggestions  for  each  lesson.  These  outlines  are  by  no  means 
arbitrary.  The  aim  is  to  correlate  the  drawing  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible with  other  studies,  and  when  a  teacher  is  able  to  do  this 
better  through  plans  of  her  own  she  is  encouraged  to  give  her 
own  ideas  preference.  The  fundamental  purpose  of  the  course 
of  work  is  to  provide  a  series  of  lessons  in  logical  sequence, 
which  will  develop  the  ability  to  use  drawing  as  a   ready  means 
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of  description,  pictorial  and  constructive,  and  as  a  means  of 
observation,  give  a  knowledge  of  the  construction  of  simple 
objects,  and  an  ability  to  plan  such  articles  and  complete  them, 
and  develop  an  appreciation  of  good  taste  in  color  and  design  of 
form  and  decoration. 

The  following  subjects  are  included  in  the  course  of  Drawing 
and  Elementary  Manual  Training  : 

Illustrative  Drawing. 

Constructive  Drawing. 

Object  Drawing. 

Nature  Drawing. 

Color  Study. 

Design  in  Construction  and  Decoration. 

Paper  and  Cardboard  Construction. 

Elementary  Bookbinding. 

Little  children  like  to  draw  and  will  attempt  anything.  The 
intention  is  to  establish  this  habit  of  drawing  as  a  means  of 
description  before  the  self-conscious  and  diffident  age  is  reached. 
This  is  done  by  drawing  and  cutting  objects  and  illustrating  sto- 
ries. At  iirst  the  results  are  often  unintelligible,  but  soon  some 
control  of  the  hands  is  gained  and  the  forms  become  recogniz- 
able. The  children  learn  the  directions  of  lines,  as  vertical  and 
horizontal,  and  simple  shapes.  In  freehand  cutting,  which  is 
much  enjoyed,  they  acquire  a  dexterity  often  surpassing  that  of 
older  children.  In  the  illustrative  wxork  some  of  the  pictures  are 
astonishingly  apt.  At  first  the  teacher  draws  for  the  children, 
to  give  them  some  ideas  with  which  to  work.  If  the  teacher 
draws  well  and  a  great  deal,  the  children  draw  more  readily. 
Naturally  imitative,  it  does  not  take  long  for  them  to  draw  sev- 
eral objects.  Criticism  holds  little  place  in  these  grades,  stress 
being  laid  on  encouragement  to  make  the  object  drawn  to  stand 
a  little  straighter  or  to  look  just  a  little  more  like  the  subject. 
With  encouragement  a  child  will  confidently  undertake  to  im- 
prove his  work,  and  it  is  a  rare  case  when  he  does  not  succeed. 
The  season  of  the  year  and  the  holidays  afford  many  interesting 
subjects  for  the  drawing  and  constructive  work  which  is  a  never- 
failing  source  of  interest. 
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In  making  simple  objects  the  children  learn  the  first  steps  in 
construction  and  measurement.  A  better  sense  of  proportion 
and  shape  is  developed  by  the  time  the  child  reaches  the  inter- 
mediate grades,  and  to  make  a  gain  in  expressing  this  is  the  aim 
of  the  work  for  these  grades.  He  does  not  draw  so  impetuously, 
he  sees  the  characteristic  proportions  of  an  object  and  is  quick 
to  object  to  a  drawing  that  does  not  show  them.  The  lessons 
on  constructive  drawing  are  now  steps  in  a  sequence  of  increas- 
ing difficulty  toward  a  definite  goal, -= that  of  planning  and  mak- 
ing objects.  According  to  their  idea  children  are  intensely 
practical,  and  the  constructive  work  appeals  to  them  more  than 
anything  else. 

With  time  and  patience  one  can  get  good  results  in  any  kind 
of  constructive  work  in  the  lower  grades.  The  determining 
question,  however  is,  is  it  worth  while?  Will  the  results  justify 
the  expenditure  of  so  much  time  and  labor?  It  was  this  con- 
sideration that  made  it  seem  advisable  to  confine  the  book-bind- 
ing to  grades  six  and  seven  this  year.  If  well  done,  this  branch 
of  hand  work  has  many  points  of  value.  But  it  requires  a  neat- 
ness and  exactness  in  execution  hard  to  obtain  with  reasonable 
effort  below  the  sixth  grade.  Special  classes  in  this  subject  have 
been  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  grade  teachers. 
In  the  higher  grades  the  pupils  gain  a  proficiency  that  enables 
them  to  do  many  interesting  things.  They  begin  to  feel  that 
drawing  is  really  worth  while.  The  nature-drawing  becomes 
more  careful,  and  besides  giving  practice  in  actual  observation, 
provides  material  for  illustration  and  design.  The  constructive 
work,  which  in  these  grades  is  the  preliminary  to  manual  train- 
ing, affords  an  opportunity  for  more  complex  problems  than  any 
previously  attempted. 

Very  good  work  has  been  done  in  the  ninth  grade,  the  color 
work  and  freehand  printing  showing  particularly  careful  execu- 
tion. Much  credit  is  due  Miss  Hull  for  her  untiring  enthusiasm 
and  effort  in  inspiring  the  boys  and  girls  to  do  their  best. 

The  classes  in  the  High  School  are  as  yet  small,  but  the  quality 
of  the  work  is  good.  The  classes  in  mechanical  drawing  are 
particularly  worthy  of  attention  because  of  the  earnest  and  pains- 
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taking  efforts  of  the  young  men,  which  efforts  are  sure  to  result 
not  only  in  work  that  looks  well  but  also  in  increased  efficiency 
on  the  part  of  the  pupils.

Dear  Sir, — I  herewith  present  to  you  my  report  of  the  Music 
in  the  Saugus  Schools  for  the  present  year,  191 2-1 91 3. 

The  course  of  study  followed  this  year,  is  the  New  Educational 
Music  Course,  the  same  as  last  year.  We  are,  however,  grading 
the  various  classes  in  accordance  with  the  outline  of  the  course 
as  planned  by  the  Supervisor. 

To  obtain  the  best  results,  we  believe  the  books  should  be 
used  as  follows  : — 

Grade  IV,  The  Second  Reader. 

Grade  V,  The  Third  Reader. 

Grade  VI,  The  Fourth  Reader. 

Grade  VII,  The  Fourth  Reader. 

Grade  VIII,  The  Fifth  Reader 

With  this  arrangement  of  work,  two  and  three  part  work  can 
be  used  entirely  through  the  upper  five  grades,  and  is  far  more 
interesting  to  pupils,  and  so  much  more  satisfactorr  to  teachers. 
This  necessitates  new  books  in  the  ninth  grade,  but  new  music 
will  be  required  next  year  for  the  Ninth  Grade  Commencement 
and  Memorial  Day  exercises. 

The  fourth  grades,  throughout  the  Town,  are  now  supplied 
with  the  Second  Reader,  according  to  the  above  plan,  and  the 
results  have  proved  so  satisfactory,  both  in  actual  work  and  re- 
newed interest  on  the  part  of  pupils,  that  we  feel  sure  the  plan 
will  meet  the  needs  of  the  schools.  We  sincerely  hope  this  in- 
novation will  be  heartily  endorsed,  in  order  that  the  present  rate 
of  progress  may  not  be   retarded. 
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The  schedule  for  the  mixed  schools  has  been  permanently 
changed  and  the  supervisor  now  visits  these  schools  once  in 
three  weeks,  instead  of  once  in  six  weeks,  according  to  the  old 
schedule.  A  marked  improvement,  both  in  interest  and  results, 
is  shown  in  the  work  throughout  the  mixed  schools,  which  is 
very  gratifying,  and  we  hope  to  bring  the  work  up  to  the  stand- 
ard of  the  graded  schools. 

A  new  hymnal  has  been  introduced  into  the  High  vSchool 
which  received  the  marked  approval  of  both  teachers  and  stu- 
dents. 

The  work  of  the  High  School  Chorus  and  Ninth  Grade  stead- 
ily improves,  which,  we  feel,  proves  the  efficiency  of  the  Gram- 
mar Grade  work. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  superin- 
tendent and  teachers  for  their  very  kindly  cooperation,  which 
alone  makes  possible  our  success  in  the  Music  Deparament.
